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Cultural conservation program 
builds at UVic

Nursing appointment sets precedent 


A graduate of the Royal Jubilee Hospital’s 
nursing program will be returning to Victo¬ 
ria to take up a precedent-setting joint 
appointment with UVic’s School of Nurs¬ 
ing and the Juan de Fuca Hospital Society. 

Jessie Mantle, currently a professor of 
nursing at the University of Western Onta¬ 
rio will take up teaching and research 
responsibilities at UVic July 1 and will also 
begin development of new nursing pro¬ 
grams with the Juan de Fuca Hospital 
Society. The appointment was announced 
jointly by Dr. Dorothy Kergin, Director of 
UVic’s School of Nursing and Elizabeth 
Laugharne, the Society’s Director of 
Health Care. 

The Society was formed in 1975 at the 
request of the British Columbia govern¬ 
ment to take over the running of a number 
of private hospitals. It is now a 490-bed 
extended care hospital with units in four 
geographical locations, including Mt. Tol- 
mie, Glengarry, Aberdeen and the Priory-. 

The Society plans to expand its opera¬ 
tions to 615 beds, with day care and day 
hospital facilities, within two years. 

Mantle will identify patient and nursing 
specialist needs within the context of the 


Society’s expansion program. She will also 
begin development of new programs and a 
core group of nursing specialists to fill 
these needs. 

Mantle will also be active in a problem¬ 
solving capacity with staff on behalf of 
patients and in committee work. 

At UVic, Mantle will teach in the pres¬ 
ent nursing baccalaureate program and 
perform teaching, research and curriculum 
development duties within the school’s ger¬ 
ontological nursing program. 

“The Ministry of Health has recognized 
the need to strengthen long-term care 
resources in B.C. in keeping with the needs 
of our growing older population,” says 
Laugharne. “We hope the appointment will 
serve as a model for future appointments of 
this type.” 

Mantle received her Master of Nursing 
degree from the University of Washington, 
and was a recent recipient of a World 
Health Fellowship award to undertake the 
study of health programs for the elderly in 
Great Britain. She has also received an 
Ontario Council of Universities Faculty 
Association outstanding teacher award.

Is it science or ‘applesauce’? 


If you owned a particular item and were 
asked to sell it, would you ask the same 
price that you would expect to pay for the 
item if you wanted to buy it? 

That’s a question economists have been 
asking themselves and others for a long 
time. Economic theory suggests the two 
amounts should be about the same, says 
UVic economist Dr. Malcolm Rutherford. 
(It has also been suggested that if 10 econo¬ 
mists are placed in the same room, 11 opin¬ 
ions will result, he is quick to 
acknowledge.) 

UVic economists decided to test the first 
theory at the recent Open House by using 
tins of apple juice as the items to be bought 
and sold. One group of visitors was given 
tihs of apple juice and asked if they would 

-like to buy the apple juice. The other group 

was given the apple juice and asked if they 
would be willing to sell it back to the eco¬ 
nomics department. Prices ranged from 20 
cents to 70 cents for each tin, and were 
picked at random for each tin. Visitors 
were given only one tin with which to make 
the decision, it should be noted. 

The results worked out according to the¬ 
ory. Overall, the 600 visitors who partici¬ 
pated in the experiment were willing to pay 


Tour the gardens 

The University Garden Friends at 
UVic invite everyone to join the 
first Spring Tour of the University 
Gardens April 12 from 1:30 to 3 p.m. 

Two other tours will be held later 
this spring. 

The University Garden Friends 
will also hold their annual Plant 
Sale, May 3, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
in the Old Gymnasium. 

The University Gardens contain 
more than 5,000 plants, including 
160 species of rhododendrons, 
many of them rare and unique. This 
is the largest collection of rhodo¬ 
dendrons in British Columbia. 
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the same price for the apple juice as they 
were willing to sell it for. 

The only problem with the experiment is 
that it tends to contradict all the other, sim¬ 
ilar experiments that have been done on 
the subject. 

The UVic experiment was based on 
some pioneering work done by SFU econo¬ 
mist Dr. Jack Knetsch, who sold salmon 
lunches in the same manner in the fo6d- 
line at B.C. Hydro’s head office cafeteria. 

He found that people were willing to buy 
the salmon lunches at $2.50 but wanted an 
average of $3.37 to give them up. 

Rutherford says the UVic experiment 
may indicate that the size of the item could 
be a factor in the different results. 

On the other hand, it may have some¬ 
thing to do with the number of tins of apple 
juice that had to be given away free to very 
young visitors who burst into tears when 
asked to pay for the apple juice they had 
been given. 

As one noted UVic economist has said, 
the study of economics is entirely scientific. 
It’s deciding what to do with the results 
that isn’t. Which may explain why putting 
10 economists in one room gets you 11 
opinions.

Profs asked to help in schools 


Harry Jordan (Education) would like to see 
members of other faculties becoming 
involved in professional development for 
teachers in British Columbia’s Interior. 

Jordan organizes professional develop¬ 
ment courses through Education Exten¬ 
sion. He explains that the courses are given 
to teachers at various school locations 
throughout the province on the basis of 
requests received from individual schools 
and school districts. 

To date, the major contributions for the 
programs have come from the Faculty of 
Education. “Faculty in Arts and Science 
may have important and interesting con¬ 
tributions to make to secondary school edu¬ 
cators in B.C.,” says Jordan. 

“It’s also an opportunity for them to find 
out what is going on in the secondary 
schools and gain a better understanding of 
the needs of secondary school educators.” 

Jordan notes that while the requests he 
wants to fill are primarily from the secon¬ 
dary level, he’s not excluding primary 
schools. 


“There is a demand right now for profes¬ 
sional development workshops at all lev¬ 
els,” he says and adds that the increasing 
use of computers as a teaching tool has 
made this an area of priority for profes¬ 
sional development. 

Funding is available for travel and an 
honorarium is given by the school districts 
for those giving professional development 
programs. 

Professional development programs 
include topics as diverse as microcompu¬ 
ters in the classroom, natural sciences, 
nutrition and behavior, water resource 
engineering, the Russian language, psy¬ 
chology, physical education, effective use 
of the library and the use of drama to teach 
literature.

Public participation 
program dubbed ‘success’ 


A three-way cooperative public participa¬ 
tion project involving UVic, the Municipal¬ 
ity of Oak Bay and Cable 10 Victoria, 
which culminated in a television produc¬ 
tion last week, has been dubbed a distinct 
success. 

The project began with an idea formu¬ 
lated by former Oak Bay administrator 
Jim. Craven (who recently joined the pri¬ 
vate sector). In what Craven calls “the 
largest public participation project ever 
undertaken in British Columbia,” the 
municipality decided a year ago to directly 
involve residents in planning the future of 
their community. 

Craven became interested in having a 
television program produced about a com¬ 
munity draft plan being developed, and 
discussed the concept with Dr. Murray 
Edwards (Extension), executive producer 
of University of Victoria Television Pro¬ 
ductions (UVTP). They decided that U VTP 
and students from Edwards’ media class, 
Theatre 343, would film scenes of Oak Bay 
and an interview between Craven and com¬ 
munity planner Dan Janczewski, to be 
shown on Cable 10 followed by a telethon 
enabling Oak Bay residents to provide 
direct input into the planning process. 

The hour-long program was produced 
by Theatre 343 students Brad Jones, 
Fraser Robertson, Holly Atchison and Neil 
Cruickshank, under the general direction 
of UVTP members Edwards, Garry McKe- 
vitt and Susan Evans, with technical 


assistance from Chuck Spencer of Media 
and Technical Services. 

The results were televised March 24 
from the Cable 10 studios while Oak Bay 
Mayor Douglas Watts and a panel of Oak 
Bay aldermen watched and waited to 
respond to the telephone calls it was hoped 
the program would elicit. 

The quality of the production viewed 
from the Cable 10 studios was very good, 
and it was soon evident Oak Bay had been 
watching. The calls came quickly and 
steadily. The panel, as well as Craven and 
Janczewski, were kept busy for an hour 
and a half discussing and receiving more 
input into the community draft plan. Those 
callers who could not be answered during 
the allotted hour and a half were assured 
that they would be answered by mail. 

Mayor Watts has since written a letter to 
UVic president Dr. Howard Petch to 
express his satisfaction with the produc¬ 
tion, adding that “Now that a door such as 
this has been opened I hope we will see it 
lead to more such joint endeavors in the 
future.” 

Edwards says the project gave his stu¬ 
dents an excellent opportunity to gain real 
life ‘practicum’ experience, as well as an 
opportunity to contribute to an important 
community project. 

“Jim Craven’s idea of going to the pub¬ 
lic through television is a good one, and 
up-to-date,” he states.

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Faces

Among the people who are looking 
forward to the day when UVic 
moves further into the computer 
age is Janice Littleton, the self- 
taught typesetter in the graphics 
shop of Printing and Duplicating 
Services. 

“I can see the day when the 
whole university will be tied 
together with one main computer 
and VDTs (video display terminals) 
in every office,” says Littleton, who 
came to campus one and a half 
years ago. 

Working on a computer typeset¬ 
ter, Addressograph Multigraph 
Comp/Set 3510 and also the off-line 
5404, Littleton typesets copy for the 
Ring, departmental newsletters, 
brochures, booklets, advertising 
materials, business cards, letter¬ 
heads, color blank brochures and 
innumerable forms for her campus 
clients. 

As those who have worked with 
her know, Littleton’s calm, compe¬ 
tent and professional approach to 
her work prevails throughout 
unpredictable deadlines, last- 
minute copy pileups, and occa¬ 
sional machine breakdowns which 
might drive a less skilled typesetter 
into inaccuracy or another line of 
work. 

Littleton’s success as a typeset¬ 
ter is likely linked to her particular 
aptitudes and her attitudes towards 
the machines she works with. 

“It’s important to like them. You 
have to. Machines work well for me 
and don’t seem to break down too 
often. The attitude you have is 
important. You have to take a posi¬ 
tive attitude. If, as soon as you start 
up the machine, you know it’s going 
to work for you, it does. If you feel it 
won’t work, it won’t. 

“Learning a new machine can be 
frustrating, but it’s satisfying when 
things start working. With every 
new machine you know it might be 
rpugh at first but eventually it will 
become automatic.” 

There are no courses in machine 
operating or typesetting in Littlet¬ 
on’s background. She was born in 
Ontario 33 years ago and although 
she didn’t like school (“I was rebel¬ 
lious and wanted to travel”) she did 
very well in mathematics. School 
aptitude tests told her that she had 
high mathematical abilities and 
should work with computers. 

She dropped in and out of 
schools until she found one that 
suited her in the Shapley School on 
the Niagara Peninsula for gifted 
students, patterned after England’s 
Summerhill. “It was wonderful. 
There were only three people in my 
math class and we got individual 
attention. On sunny days we did 
math in canoes floating on a 
lake...” 

After graduating from Shapley, 
Littleton travelled throughout the 
United States and Canada, and 
lived in New York City for four 
years doing assorted jobs, 

She returned to Ontario and, 
while! working in a secretarial pool 
serving several small companies, 
eyed an IBM Selectric Composer 
machine in the building. 

“It was just sitting there. 
Nobody knew how to use it. I was 
curious, so they gave me a manual 
and I taught myself, and then they 
started offering a typesetting ser¬ 
vice. This was around 1972. Most 
people then were still using hot lead 
type.” 

She worked for a few print shops 
in order to acquire more experience 
operating machines, then moved 
across the country to Calgary and 
then Victoria. 

The machines at UVic are the 
first phototypesetters Littleton has 
operated which have floppy disks 
for recording or memory capabili-

ties. She records copy from campus 
clients using the keyboard and 
VDT on either the Comp/Set or off¬ 
line keyboard, and inserts the 
floppy disk with the recorded copy 
into the Comp/Set. She codes the 
typesetter according to the 
requested typestyle, size and for¬ 
mat, pushes the buttons which send 
light through the type disk onto the 
photo-sensitive paper, then places 
the paper in its light-tight box into 
the processing component of the 
machine where it is developed. She 
makes any changes from clients or 
corrections by placing the copy 
recorded on floppy disk back into 
the machine and calling up the sec¬ 
tion requiring change. 

The process is quick and Lit¬ 
tleton foresees the day when it will 
be quicker. She predicts that the 
system she has been learning and 
operating over the past year and a 
half will soon be obsolete and be 
replaced by one which doesn’t use 
typewriters, paper, or floppy disks 
at any stage. 

Instead, Littleton foresees 
clients transmitting their final 
copy to a central campus computer 
typesetter via office VDTs, elimi¬ 
nating the need for her to retype the 
copy. 

“My job would get much faster 
and I could spend more time on cod¬ 
ing and do more really big jobs. We 
could work together more 
efficiently.” 

The challenge of learning to 
operate new machines appeals to 
her, and also the prospect of having 
a few more hours in the week to 
experiment with the capabilities of 
the machine she is working with. 

“I still am learning about this 
machine and probably still am not 
using it to full capacity. Sometimes 
I want to do something, and 
haven’t quite figured out how. For 
example, I was searching for a 
misspelled word. The machine can 
do it automatically. I did it my own 
way and it worked, but it was 
slower.” 

Littleton has no doubts that she 
is in the right field, for one with her 
interests and aptitudes. She is a bit 
bemused by the fact she is doing 
exactly what her school aptitude 
tests said she should, without any 
long-range plans or formal training 
to bring this about. 

Nor is she sorry that she didn’t 
enter the field of computers as a pro¬ 
grammer. “I didn’t go into compu¬ 
ter programming because I think 
after a while it wouldn’t provide the 
challenge I need. Typesetting and 
typography are a constant 
challenge.” 

As for her campus employer, she 
finds UVic a “good place to be right 
now. There is so much potential in 
this area, and there are people here 
who are interested in bringing 
UVic into the computer age.” 


Senate Briefs 


The UVic Senate met April 1 in the Senate 
and Board Chambers in University Centre. 
Business conducted in open session 
included: 

A memorial minute in memory of the 
late Dr. Pablo Cabanas (Hispanic and 
Italian Studies) who died March 4. Read 
by Dr. Sam Scully (Classics), the tribute 
noted Cabanas’ contribution to UVic. 

The election of students Michael Bat¬ 
ten and Margo McCutcheon to fill the 
unexpired terms of student senators Vic 
Wells and Lorraine Osselton, who recently 
resigned from Senate. 

Batten and McCutcheon have also been 
elected to Senate for the 1981-82 term in 
March elections. 

The Presidents Report for 1978-80 

was presented for the information of 
Senate. Acting chairman Scully compli¬ 
mented the president on “his very glossy 
report”. 

A report and proposal from the Senate 
Committee on Academic Standards 
regarding the calendar regulation for the 
assignment of “N” grades was returned to 
the committee for further consideration. 
Senators’ comments on the proposal,' 
which was designed to clear up confusion 
about the way the “N” grade is awarded, 
included complaints that “the proposal 
adds one more thing instructors are 
required to remember to do at the begin¬ 
ning of the term” and, more seriously, that 
the wording regulations title “seemed to 
conceal the penalty of debarment from 
examinations in the title.” 

The title “Professor Emeritus” and 
procedures for its use were agreed upon by 
Senate. The effect of the new ruling will be 
to allow the designation “Professor Emeri¬ 
tus” to be given to a professor on retire¬ 
ment, with the rank at retirement also 
noted as a prefix to the title. Senator 
Ronald Cheffins (Law) noted that a prece¬ 
dent for this procedure had been estab¬ 
lished at other Canadian universities. He 
noted that the title “emeritus” does not 
have a connotation of merit, but rather, of 
honorable service. The title of “emeritus” 
will be offered to a tenured retired faculty 
member at retirement. The title may also be 
offered to currently retired faculty. 
Announcement of names of faculty accept¬ 
ing the title will be made at the annual 
Spring Convocation. The offer will be made 
by the president of UVic, as chairman of 
Senate, on the recommendation of faculty. 
Cheffins noted that “a long search had 
finally produced a procedure that is accep¬ 
table.” Senator Toby Jackman was heard 
to remark “God be thanked.” 

Four new student awards were 
approved by Senate and recommended to 
the Board of Governors. They are: 

The British Columbia Lung Association 
Christmas Seal Bursary of $500 to a needy 
student entering the final year of nursing. 

The Victoria Society of Real Estate 
Salesmen’s Foundation Bursary to a han¬ 
dicapped student within the immediate 
family of a member of the Victoria Real 
Estate Board. If no candidate can be found 


to fulfill those conditions, the award will be 
made to a handicapped student within the * 
bounds of the county of Victoria. If this 
cannot be done, the award will be given to a 
handicapped student in British Columbia. 

The Heather Cragg Scholarship of 
$1,000 to be made to an outstanding stu¬ 
dent completing the second year of a Visual 
ARts program. There will be one award of 
$1,000 available in 1981-82, and two 
annual awards of $1,000 after that date. 

The (Heinz Jordan Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship of $500 to be made annually to an 
outstanding student completing the second 
year of a Visual Arts program. The award 
is being funded by the Heinz Jordan com¬ 
pany, a supplier of artists materials, and 
has been approved by the Department of 
Visual Arts. 

Dr. Robert Burke, the first Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Coun¬ 
cil (NSERC) Fellow at UVic, was 
appointed a member of the Faculty of Grad¬ 
uate Studies. Dr. John Dewey, Dean of 
Graduate Studies, noted that Burke was 
the first holder of an NSERC fellowship to 
work at UVic. — 

Dr. Barbara McIntyre (Theatre), who is 
retiring, was appointed to the Faculty of 
Graduate Studies. She will hold her 
appointment with the faculty as a ses¬ 
sional lecturer with responsibility for 
directing studies of a number of graduate 
students. 

Graduate Students were redefined by 
Senate as “withdrawn” or “inactive” if 
they are no longer studying at UVic. 
Dewey noted that graduate students must 
have permission to withdraw from the 
faculty. 

The new regulation states that those 
graduate students who do not seek permis¬ 
sion will be defined as “inactive” Senator 
Dean Halliwell, university librarian, asked 
if inactive students would be “dinged for 
fees”. Dewey replied: “No, this is how we 
know they are inactive.” Senator Dr. Reg 
Mitchell suggested that the wording of the 
new regulation discriminated against 
graduate students who were registered, 
paying fees and inactive anyway. 

A new graduate course in Physical 
Education was approved by Senate. The 
course is titled Administration of Physical 
Education, Recreation and Sport. 
Regulations for visiting students and 
the granting of advanced standing in 
the Faculty of Law were approved. Sena¬ 
tor Lyman Robinson noted that in 1980 
between 15 and 20 transfer applications 
were received of which four or five were 
accepted. Two students subsequently 
enrolled. Preference is given to students 
who are academically outstanding or who 
have compassionate grounds for applying. 
Dr. Dorothy Kergin was elected to fill 
the term of the late Pablo Cabanas on 
Senate. Kergin was nominated and her 
nomination accepted by Dr. Robert Payne 
in her absence. Kergin was the only non¬ 
sitting candidate not elected in the recent 
Senate elections, and was therefore free to 
fill the vacancy.

The popular duo of Paul Kling, violin, and 
Robin Wood, piano, present a Faculty Reci¬ 
tal April 11 at 8 p.m. in the Recital Hall of 
the Music Building. 

Both are professors in UVic’s School of 
Music and both enjoy international reputa¬ 
tions for musicianship. 

Proceeds from the performance are for a 
scholarship for string students. 

Assisting Kling and Wood is well- 
known cellist, Linda Hougland-Daniels, 
also a faculty member in the School of 
Music. 

To be performed is the sonata consi¬ 
dered by many to be Beethoven’s most fam¬ 
ous, Sonata in A Major, Op. 47 (the 
“Kreutzer”); Janacek’s Sonata for Violin 
and Piano; and the Trio in B Major, Op. 8, 
for piano, violin, and violoncello, by 
Brahms. 

Admission is $3 for adults and $2 for 
students and senior citizens. Tickets may 
be purchased from the School of Music gen¬ 
eral office, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. weekdays, 
and at the door the evening of the 
performance. 


NSERC 
grants up 

UVic has been awarded $1,375,791 
in operational research grants for 
faculty members for 1981-82 by the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC). 

The total represents a 19.8 per 
cent increase over 1980-81 NSERC 
funding for UVic, says Dr. John 
Dewey, Dean of Graduate Studies. 

“I feel UVic has done very well 
this year,” he adds. “I suspect that 
the average increase for Canadian 
universities was about 12 percent.” 

Dewey is now awaiting word on 
the anticipated federal government 
approval of the NSERC Five Year 
Plan, which he says is essential for 
planning of research at Canadian 
universities. 
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Speakers in demand: 
topics unlimited 

The UVic Speakers Bureau will continue in 1981-82 and is asking for con¬ 
tinued support from members who joined last spring. 

The Bureau also welcomes new memberships from newcomers to campus 
or others who have not yet joined, says Director of Community Relations 
Floyd Fairclough. 

The Bureau is run by the office of Information Services in Community 
Relations. It acts as a clearinghouse to enable groups from the commupity 
seeking speakers to make contact with faculty or staff members with exper¬ 
tise in the group’s area of interest. 

The Bureau opened its doors last September, as a community service 
designed to serve groups, organizations and schools in the Greater Victoria 
and lower Vancouver Island area. 

More than 100 speeches have since been given by Bureau volunteers to 
approximately 4,500 people. The decision to continue with the Bureau is based 
on the fact that feedback from the community groups using the service has 
been consistently positive and strong support has been given by the Bureau’s 
volunteer members, says Fairclough. 

The faculty and staff members who joined the Bureau last spring contrib¬ 
uted to a list of about 300 different topics. They are listed in a booklet under 39 
general headings ranging from ‘Aging’ to ‘Classics’ and ‘Computers’ to 
‘World Affairs, Politics & Religion’. 

“The topics contributed appeal to a great variety of community groups. We 
hope that Bureau members will submit these topics again for inclusion in the 
1981-82 List of Topics, along with any changes or additions they would 
like to make,” says Bureau coordinator Donna Danylchuk. 

“Some Bureau members are called more frequently than others because of 
the wide public appeal of their topics. Some members have not been called yet 
because we haven’t yet reached the community groups interested in their 
specialized areas. But, we would like to maintain a List of Topics having both 
general and esoteric appeal, in order to have an effective Speakers Bureau 
that truly represents the kinds of knowledge the university has to share with 
the community,” Danylchuk says. 

Membership in the Bureau is a voluntary venture. Bureau members are not 
expected to incur any out-of-pocket or travel expenses, which are covered by 
the host groups or by Information Services if the host group is not in a 
position to offer any reimbursement. Host groups are asked to include an 
honorarium only if that is their usual practice. 

Incoming requests from groups seeking speakers are handled by Secretary 
to the Bureau Wendy McPetrie, who works out the details of each speaking 
engagement on an individual basis for the convenience of those concerned. 

Letters are now being distributed on campus to Bureau members asking 
for their continued support, and to all faculty and staff who may be interested 
in joining the Bureau. 

Sessional instructors or others who are not on the regular campus mailing 
lists, and are interested in joining the Bureau or seeing the 1980-81 List of 
Topics can contact McPetrie at local 4780 or 4779. 

The Bureau is officially open between September and April. Occasional 
speaking engagements may be filled during the spring and summer if there is 
community demand and any Bureau members wish to participate during that 
time. 
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The mysterious world of patents, trademarks 
and copywrite will be fully explored in a day¬ 
long seminar April 13 in the Senate and Board 
chambers in University Centre.

Fred Bennett of 
Research Administration explains that the pur¬ 
pose of the seminar is to encourage all 
members of the university community to pro¬ 
tect their work and to apply the results of the 
development of inventions and discoveries 
which may be beneficial to society.
